Washington* July 6.—The order di­ 
recting tlu ooh*tm* at of IO new regi­ 
ments of volunteer infantry was issued 
today. The order was drafted after a 
conference late yesterday afternoon be­ 
tween the president and Adjutant Gen­ 
eral Corbin and directs the recruiting 
officers to enlist men under the law 
passed March 9, 1899. 
These regiments 
are to be numbered from 26 to 86, thus 
retaining the continuity of the present 
infantry or gaul station. 
Major Edmond Rioe, Third Infantry, 
wa# appointed colonel of the Twenty- 
sixth, the first selection made by the 
president. Colon el Rice was appointed 
to the army from Massachusetts as a 
captain of the Nineteenth Massachusetts 
volunteers in 1h61 and served through­ 
out the rebellion. 
He was breveted 
captain* major and lieutenant colonel 
for gallant services daring the rebellion 
and at its dose became a first lieutenant 
in the regular army.

Mr. White frankly admitted the diffl 
culties involved in deciding what con 
stitutod contraband of war, bat insisted 
tho#*- supplied one of the best arguments 
for a full and prompt discussion. 
The 
suffering aud losses which seizures en 
tailed were immense, while the effect 
upon the ultimate result of war was a1 
most nothing. 
Referring to the experi­ 
ence of the United States in the war of 
rebellion* he said only three confederate 
cruisers did anything of importance, but 
they captured 168 vessels, quadrupled 
the rate of insurance between America 
and Great Britain and caused the trans­ 
fer of 600,000 tons of American shipping 
to British bottoms. 
The final result 
was the whole American marine was 
virtually swept out of existence. 
“If that resulted in the operations of 
three poorly equipped little steamers, 
he mid, “what would happen with the 
means at the disposal of the greater na­ 
tions today? Yet everyone knows this 
privateering had not the slightest effect 
in ending, or even shortening, the war; 
nor would it have had any even if the 
losses had been IO times greater. 
The 
only real effect is gained by warships in 
maintaining a blockade. Nowadays the 
transfer of goods by land is so general 
that interruption by sea, a# a rule, does 
nothing to promote the ending of war, 
but that interruption may destroy ao- 
cumulations of human wealth and skill, 
requiring a generation to make good, 
while the losses cannot be confined to 
belligerents alone, but must affect more 
or less directly the whole world.” 
Mr. White warmly repudiated the 
supposition that the Americans wore 
animated 
by 
selfish 
considerations. 
They were eminently practical, he said, 
but not less pre-eminently devoted to 
great ideals. 
Bur the question ho was 
urging upon the delegates, he asserted, 
was one of right, justice and progress 
for the whole world aud this all Ameri­ 
cans fell deeply. 
Nor could the accept­ 
ance of the American idea injure any 
nation. 
On the contrary, it would 
strengthen all. 


Opposes the Plan. 
Berlin, July 0.—The National Zeit- 
ung, commenting upon tho reported 
tendency of the Samoan commission to 
appoint an administrator for Samoa 
who would not be subject to any of the 
three powers, opposes the plan, pointing 
out that a similar experiment in the 
case of tho chief justice was a failure. 


ISx-Congressman Fa rq a b ar of the In* 
dust rift I Commission Interviewed.5 
Washington, July 6.—Ex-Oongress- 
man J. M. Farquhar, a member of the 
industrial commission, in an interview 
on the subject of trusts and the com­ 
mission 'n work in that line, said: 
"The soopo of our investigations at 
first* did not inoludo an inquiry into the 
trusts, but after some at the witnesses 
had b e n 
tsxamlned 
and they had 
charged the trusts with boing responsi­ 
ble for a groat many of the so-called in­ 
dustrial ovils, the commission found it 
necessary to look into the matter. The 
past two months have been devoted en­ 
tirely to the trust inquiry and all inves­ 
tigation along other lines has 
been 
stopped.” 
As to the recommendations by the 
commission of legislation on the trusts, 
Mr. Farquhar ventured no forecast, but 
ho was frank enough to say ho did not 
see how trusts coaid be declared unlaw­ 
ful 
“Trusts,” he continued, “aro formed 
for the avowed purpose of cheapening 
production, controling prices and regu­ 
lating the output. 
According to the 
universal laws of trade, this can not be 
declared illegitimate. 
The formation of 
trusts is nothing more than the out­ 
growth of new business conditions in 
the country. 
We, as a nation, are pro­ 
ducing a vast amount more than we 
consume aud the combination is noth­ 
ing more than an effort to got products 
on the market in the cheapest way. 
It I 
is not due to a desire to make more' 
money, but to make as much as was 
made before this enormous overproduc­ 
tion commenced.
